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9. At present, the factory is undergoing considerable expansion. New 
industrial buildings are being erected; foundry and forge shops are 
being expanded and a number of living houses and communal dwellings 
are being built. During 1948 and 1949® the factory will receive about 
270 new machine tools and automatic machines, reportedly from dismantled 
foreign factories. In 1948, about 80 machine tools have already arrived 
and about 50 of them have been installed. Some of these machine tools 
are of Russian mate, but some are foreign. 

10. After the expansion, the factory will start working entirely indepen- 
dently, producing almost all its own forgings and castings® a large 
number of which are at present received from other factories; e.g. » 
during the first half of 1948, forgings arrived from the following 
factories: 

Uralmash Factory (Ministry of Heavy Engineering); 60 tons 

Factory No. 221 (Ministry of Armaments) at Stalingrad: 80 tons
